Hubert H. Humphrey of Min- 
nesota, whose chances of nom- 
ination are. slight whether he 
wins or loses in the West Vir- 
ginia contest. 


In a day of campaigning from 


Parkersburg in the north to: 


Beckley in the south, Kennedy 
found the religious issue every- 
where yesterday. Even close 
supporters conceded that it well 
may be the decisive factor in 
this state. Religious questions 
were raised in question-and-an- 
Swer periods whether held in 
colleges or on street corners. 
He got applause when he de- 
fended the right of a Catholic to 
be President, and declared that 
his religious beliefs were person- 
al and private, “‘not one of the 
great issues of this campaign.”

“I am confident,” he said, 
“that no one in West Virginia 
will vote for one candidate 
jagainst another candidate be- 
cause his real choice is a third 
candidate. If other candidates 
want to stop me, why didn’t they 
come into the West Virginia pri- 
mary, or the Indiana primary, or 
some other primary and fight it 
out with Senator Humphrey and 
with me?” 
| He drew big and enthusiastic 
crowds everywhere, but the un- 
dertone of anti-Catholic feeling 
never was absent.

No Truth, Says Hoffa. 

Later the Teamster chieftain 
told reporters that “‘there is not 
the slightest basis of truth” in 
what O’Donoghue said. 

Jacob Kossman of Philadel- 
phia, a Teamsters’ attorney who 
was questioning O’Donoghue, 
asked him if he knew that 
Schmidt, as part of the settle- 
ment overtures, was trying to 
get a claimed $210,000 legal fee 
against the union incfeased to 
$300,000. O’Donoghue replied he 
had no knowledge of that. 
O’Donoghue was being inter- 
rogated for a deposition as a

Proceeds of the loan were’ 
used to promote a real estate 
“development where retired 
Teamsters were solicited to buy 
lots. The. monitors charge Hoffa 
had a personal financial interest 
in the development,

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RIS TRUCK AND 
AFFILTE FINED

JEFFERSON CITY, April 12 
(AP)—The Missouri Supreme 
Court yesterday ordered Riss 
and Co. of Kansas City and an 
affiliate to pay firies of $50,000 
each, plus costs, in 30 days or 
be barred from doing business 
in Missouri. 

A special commissioner of the 
court, E. C: Curtis of Spring- 
field, concluded earlier that the 
big trucking firm and its supply 
affiliate, ‘Transport Manufactur-- 
ing and Equipment Co., should 
be finéd $25,000 each for repeat- 
ed violations of Missouri’s motor 
vehicle registration laws. 


The Supreme Court noted the 
state lost about $250,000 in fines 
and more than $300,000 in reg- 
istration fees because of their 
unlawful operations in 1954 and 
1955. 


“The extent to which respond- 
ents were enriched by their con- 
tinued and constant violations of 
the registration laws of Missouri 
is somewhat indicative of the ex- 
tent to which they should be 
penalized,” the high court said 
in an opinion by Chief Justice 
Frank Hollingsworth. 

The 29-page opinion climaxed 
years of feuding between the 
trucking company and the state 
over license and registration 
fees. Hundreds of truck drivers 
were arrested and several law- 
suits were filed before the ouster 
suit was filed by Attorney Gen- 
eral John M. Dalton on Jan. 25, 
1956. The state contended it had 
lost $750,000 in revenue. 

Reviewing the controversy, the 
Supreme Court noted the parts 
played by Governor James T. 
Blair, then an attorney for Riss; 
former Senator Charles L. Madi- 
son (Rep.) Kansas City, who 
tried to intercede for the Riss 
firm, and officials of the High- 
way department and Highway 
Patrol. 


PLANE PASSENGER 
SEIZED FOR FALSE 
REPORT OF BOMB 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 12 (AP) | 


~A Lake Central Airlines plane 
turned ba.k in flight last night 
because of a bomb threat, and 
FBI agents arrested a Michigan 
City (Ind.) man on a charge of 
making a false bomb report. 

The FBI accused Waterman F. 
Brown Jr. of telling a stewardess 
aboard Flight 724 that he had 
boarded the plane with a bomb. 

Don A. Tabbert, United States 
attorney, said plane personnel 
reported that Brown told the 
stewardess, ‘“‘There’s a bomb 
around my feet,” then repeated 
the statement to the pilot after 
the co-pilot took the controls. 
The pilot turned back at once. 

At a preliminary hearing here 
today, Brown denied he said 
theer was a bomb aboard. He 
said that when.a stewardess was 
‘fussing’ with baggage above 
his head she told him, ‘‘Don’t let 
it fall on your head” and he then 
replied, “You mean like a 
bomb?” 

He said she retorted, ‘“‘That is 
not very funny,’”’ and went to the 
pilot’s compartment. When she 
came back with the pilot he 


apologized to both of them, he 
said.

CINCINNATI, April 12 (AP)—

Getting There First 


St. Louis can be thrilled by the portrait of 
its feee.e downtown area drawn by the City 
Plan Commission. It is a portrait of a bright 
new city that might be. But before this city 
can be, it must first develop an efficient mass 
transportation system. 

The Plan Commission itself says this re- 
peatedly. As quoted in today’s Mirror of Pub- 
lic Opinion, the commission states: “A rapid 
transit system must be developed if we are 
to reach the growth potential of the central 
business district.” 

A glance at the map of the plan shows why 
this is so. Surrounding the downtown area of 
the future is an expressway loop; inside that 
is a rim of parking garages; inside the latter 
are the long malls, the parkways, new fa- 
cades, shopper walkways and streets for 
shuttle busses and other vehicles which would 
carry people from the outside inward. 

In the core, between the highways and 
garages, 45,000 more persons could live and 
work and prosper. The riverfront memorial 
and adjacent stadium area offer a beginning 
toward a new way of life downtown. Yet be- 
fore people can enjoy it, they have to be able 
to go there first—easily and swiftly. 

Improving transit depends at this moment 
largely upon Mayor Tucker. In late March he 
rejected Public Service Co.’s proposal to im- 
prove service in return for abatement of cer- 
tain local taxes. The Mayor promised to offer 
an alternative within 30 days. 

The alternative certainly will require some 
form of public decision. In our opinion, pub- 
lic ownership offers the simplest way of put- 
ting more funds into improvement of service. 
It is the logical alternative to subsidization 
of private transit. The exhaustive study of 
the Citizens Metropolitan Transit Committee 
resulted in a proposal for a public transit 
district, with authority to tax and to convert 
existing systems to public ownership. 

Whatever Mayor Tucker recommends, his 
proposal should be known before the end of 
this month. Meanwhile the City Plan Com- 
mission has emphasized a lesson that St. 
Louis has learned through a decade of traf- 
fic congestion and declining mass transpor- 
tation. The bright vista of a new downtown 
depends on a rapid transit system. 


Subtraction in Freedom 


Perhaps members of the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee thought they were 
deing some kind of patriotic service by citing 
H. Chandler Davis for contempt. Yet the six- 
month prison term for that brilliant mathe- 
matician actually damages the nation’s best 
interests. 

Mr. Davis sought protection of the First 
Amendment in refusing to answer committee 
questions in 1954 about Communist activities 
during student days. His plea availed him 
little; he is in the Federal Correctional Insti- 
tution at Danbury, Conn. Meanwhile, he has 
been unable to continue his work as an as- 
sociate editor for the Mathematical Review. 
In that post he reviewed research papers with 
emphasis on those from Russia. As other 
distinguished mathematicians have protested, 
America’s knowledge of Russian mathemat- 
ical and scientific progress has been dimin- 
ished by the imprisonment of Mr. Davis. 

For the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee there is a lesson here as to why the 
Founding Fathers were so insistent upon the 
First Amendment. The Davis case shows’ it is 
difficult to cut off individual roots of freedom 
of thought without damage to the fruit. 


To Protect Defense Dollars 


The problem of how to penalize improper 
use of military influence without penalizing 
the use of military expertness has.not yet been 
adequately dealt with, despite House passage 
of the Kilday bill. 

This measure, which originated in the 
House Armed Services Committee after the 
Hebert subcommittee held extensive hearings, 
is well described as having only “baby teeth.” 
It provides that retired officers going to work 
for firms with defense contracts must register 
at the Pentagon. No officer would be allowed 
to take a selling job with such a firm until 
two years after retirement. He could be em- 
ployed, however, in advisory capacities where 
his experience might make him of great value 
to the nation as well as to the company. Vio- 
lation of the bill would be punishable by loss 
of two years’ retirement pay and by any other 
penalty a court-martial might direct. 

This might indeed be mild punishment 
where millions of dollars are at stake. Yet 
criminal penalties are applied to any former 
employe of the Justice Department who ac- 
cepts within a two-year period any private 
employment that involves matters he handled 
as a public official. This must have been 
what Representative Hebert had in mind 
when he sought to amend the bill by provid- 
ing penalties of up to a year in jail and a 
$1000 fine. The amendment was defeated. 

Representative Hebert has done well to con- 
tinue the fight for his amendment by submit- 
ting a new measure. The substitute bill is a 
better one in that the defense contractor 
would be punished. 

While it is true that the Hebert subcommit- 
tee failed to find any substantiation for nu- 
merous allegations and rumors concerning 
influence peddling in defense jobs, that is no 
reason for not erecting safeguards. The com- 
petition for defense contract billions is stiff. 
Companies spring up over night and some 
mushroom amazingly. The new Hebert bill is 
needed as a warning to anyone who might be 
tempted to cut corners for quick dollars. 


Absent From the Lists 


The apathy of the Republican party about 
Missouri state election races hardly befits 
champions of a two-party system. The dead- 
line for filing for the Aug. 2 primary is 
April 26. Yet no G.O.P. candidate has filed 
for Secretary of State or Attorney General. 
Only two Republicans have filed for the guber- 
natorial race—State Representative Edward 
G. Farmer Jr. of Joplin and Harry C. Tim- 
merman of Sullivan, a political unknown. 
Jewett Fulkerson, a Liberty farmer and auc- 
tioneer, is expected to file soon. 

Evidently the Republicans are not eager to 


~ —_ 
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enter state contests because they fear they 
may not win. But the best way to court fail- 
ure is to concede it in advance. In politics, 
as in eVery other kind of endeavor, there is 
recognition and honor in effort alone. A little 
persistence might produce even more con- 
crete results for Missouri Republicans in time. 
Certainly it would earn the gratitude of the 
public which has a right to a freedom of 
choice in August and in November. 


Speaking of Being Premature 

The expected backfire against a nuclear 
testing treaty appears to be building up, with 
Democratie members of the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic Energy playing 
a prominent part in it. Subcommittee hear- 
ings are planned for later this month at which 
Dr. Edward Teller and other foes of an agree- 
ment to ban tests will have a chance to beat 
the drums of alarm. Chairman McCone of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and (Chairman 
Clinton P. Anderson of the joint committee 
already have struck a few drumbeats. 


If the Administration proposes a treaty, it 
will be perfectly in order for the atomic 
energy committee to study it and comment 
on it, although the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee naturally will have primary jurisdic- 
tion. But is it not somewhat premature to 
hold hearings on a proposal before it has 
been made—indeed, even before agreement 
on its terms has been reached at Geneva or 
the summit conference? 


Dr. Hans Bethe, distinguished nuclear 
physicist who favors a testing ban, has been 
criticized by joint committee members for 
prematurely expressing a favorable view of 
the Soviet proposal on which current nego- 
tiations are based. Senator Gore appears. to 
think Dr. Bethe should have waited until he 
saw the text of the Soviet proposal. But Mr. 
McCone and Senator Anderson did not wait 
for the text before denouncing the Soviet 
plan. Why doesn’t Senator Gore criticize 
them? 

Subsequent events have shown Dr. Bethe 
to be right. He said the Soviet proposal was 
an important step forward in the negotiations, 
and it was. Is the committee really interested 
in seeing to it that there will be no further 
steps forward? If it mounts an attack on a 
testing treaty before it knows what the treaty 
is going to contain, the public will be forced 
to think so. 


Possibilities Still 


The Wisconsin primary certainly did noth- 
ing to lessen public interest in certain presi- 
dential possibilities who are not even un- 
avowed candidates. Vice President Nixon’s 
poor showing in the primary has prompted 
some Republicans to take another look at Gov. 
Rockefeller, who has indicated he remains 
available for the presidential nomination, 
though not for second place on the ticket. 
Adlai Stevenson begins a series of speeches 
which may encourage his followers to agitate 
for a Stevenson draft. It would be ironical 
in the extreme if the July conventions turned 
to Stevenson and Rockefeller. It would be 
unlikely, too, but by no means impossible. 


Focus for the-Drug Probe 


As the Kefauver committee reopens its 
hearings on drug prices this week, we hope 
“it is going to begin to focus on legislation 
which will protect the public in the efficacy, 
the safety, the quality and the price of phar- 
maceuticals. 

Senator Kefauver has an impressive record’ 
for disclosing ills which may call for new 
legislation —in organized crime particularly, 
before the present inquiry. His record for 
following through is unimpressive. The mat- 
ters he now has under investigation are too 
important to the publie health for their study 
to be allowed to fizzle out in a shower of 
fireworks. 

We think the subcommittee should be offer- 
ing, for example, some clues to Congress for 
legislation to tighten up the patent laws. 
When a company can license a patent it does 
not possess, something is wrong. Should pat- 
ents be permitted merely for processes and 
combinations? We think this is at least open 
to discussion. 

Perhaps the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion and the Federal Trade Commission 
should be empowered to do more than they 
can do now to prevent misrepresentation 
about drugs. The question whether high- 
pressure traveling salesmen should provide 
physicians with much of what they know 
about a bewildering stream of new pro- 
prietary medicines ought to provoke some 
definite suggestions from the subcommittee. 

There have been enough sensational dis- 
closures. Now the time is here for construc- 
tive legislation. 


Policy at Variance With Law 


Logic simply cannot sustain the Department 
of Justice policy which has convinced United 
States Attorney William H. Webster that he 
is precluded from determining whether the 
failure of Teamsters’ Local 688 to report its 
contributions to the campaign funds of can- 


didates for federal office is a violation of the’ 


Corrupt Practices Act. 

After consulting superiors in Washington, 
Mr. Webster said that under a policy estab- 
lished by former Attorney General Brownell, 
the Department is not'disposed to act in such 
cases unless asked to do so by the clerk of 
the House or the secretary of the Senate 
with whom, under the law, campaign fund 
reports should be filed. 


This is based on the view that such reports . 


are for the information of Congress. But most 
Americans surely are under the impression 
that the reports also are for their information 
as voters, that the maximum penalties of two 
years’ imprisonment or a $10,000 fine were 
set so that they might Jearn the source and 
the nature of the candidates’ cash support. 
Congress may be indifferent to reporting 
and to the disclosure of information just 
as it is indifferent to tightening up of the 
rules governing campaign expenditures. Some 
members may have personal reasons for not 
rousing a sleeping dog; and it may be “smart” 
for the Department of Justice not to antago- 


nize such politicians. But the business of the 


Department is to enforce the statutes. 
Wherever it finds reasonable cause to be- 
lieve a law-has been violated, it should pre- 
sent the facts in court for judgment. Since 
Local 688 and four of its officers were ac- 
cused by a grand jury of making illegal cam- 
paign contributions, the Department should 


follow up on the failure to report those con- 


tributions.

Transit: Basis for Downtown Plan 


Growth of Business District Depends on Development of Mass Transportation 


From the New 
Plan for Downtown St. Louis, 
City Plan Commission 


The importance of public transporta- 
tion to the vitality of downtown has 
been. noted; it cannot be over-empha- 
sized. While inter-city and suburban 
lines bring several thousands persons 
into downtown each day, the greatest 
effort must be directed at carrying 
more people per day into the core of 
local transit. 

About 65,000 riders destined for the 
central business district arrive by 

transit gach day.

That 

this pattern reflects national trends, 

does not diminish the need to re-estab- 
lish the dominance of transit riding. 

If downtown is to achieve its poten- 
tial growth, which has been estimated 
at a 45,000 increase in its workforce, 
it can be done only with a rapid tran- 
sit system. Mass transit is essential 
to the preservation and strengthening 
of the compactness and density pat- 
terns now present. 

Completion of the Mark Twain Ex- 
pressway and the construction of the 
Ozark and Daniel Boone highways will 
present new opportunities for express 
bus service at average speeds which 
can be competitive to private auto use,

Within the core, by freeing local 
streets of through traffic and much 
of the personal vehicular travel, im- 
proved transit movement will increase 
the efficiency of the operation. Use 
of free zones and pay-leave system 
would facilitate daily travel operations 
within the core. 

As the plan is developed, adjust- 
ments in transit lines can be made 
which will provide service on all sides 
of the super-blocks giving better dis- 
tribution than is apparent today. Use

ing points. During p.m. peaks, termi- 
nal points within the penetrating loop 
streets in the super-blocks can be used 
for express bus loading.

Any increased efficien- 
cies in transit-operations should help 
stabilize fares and improve riding 
habits. 

Ultimately, a rapid transit system 
must be developed if we are to reach 
the growth potential of the central

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 12 (AP) 
—Arnold Palmer has charted a 
course which could carry him 
to the biggest grand slam in golf 
since Bobby Jones’s feat in 1930. 


The Pennsylvania strong man 
with golfdom’s golden touch 
passed his first landmark when 
he won the twenty-fourth Mas- 
ters tournament Sunday with a 
pulsating stretch drive. 


Three more big ones remain— 
the United: States Open in Den- 
ver, June 16-18; 100th anniver- 
sary British Open at historic St. 
Andrews, July 4-9 and the Pro- 
fessional Golfers’ Association 
championship in Akron, O., July 
28-31. 


If the 29-year-old Palmer can 
add those three jewels to his 
Masters crown the performance 
will rank on a par with Jones's 
grand slam year. 


In 1930, at the age of 28, Jones 
won the United States Open, the 
United States Amateur, the Brit. | 
ish Open and the British Ama- 
teur. 
course, was not eligible for the 
P.G.A. After that sweep, Jones 
retired from competitive golf, 
coming out of retirement in 1934 
to help get the Masters off to a 
successful start. 


The nearest thing to Jones's 
grand slam thus far was Ben 
Hogan’s classic Triple Crown in 
1953. That year Hogan won the 
Masters with a record score of 
274 and went on to take the 
United States and British Opens. 
Hogan did not compete in the 
P.G.A. championship. 

‘My ambition is to win the 
Open and the P.G.A.” Palmer 
said after his second Masters 
triumph. 

Barring a complete collapse, 
the Latrobe, Pa., star, is almost 
certain to be a favorite in every 
tournament he enters. 

The former Wake Forest Col- 
lege ace already has won five 
of the 13 tournaments this year 
and his $17,500 Masters check 
boosted his 1960 winnings to 
$44,254.

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He Spent I 0 Years on ‘The Longest Day’ 


Author Cornelius Ryan Interviewed 700 Persons to Get Full D-Day Story, Hit Best-Seller Jackpot

THE NEWLY-NOTED AQU- 
THOR, Cornelius Ryan, was 
nervous. He placed his hands 
firmly on the table, apparently 
suspicious they would fidget with 
the silverware unless closely 
watched. He swallowed like a 
man taking asprin without water. 
Then he began to speak, addres- 
sing his words to his coffee cup. 
Ryan said he doesn’t like to be 
interviewed. As a long-time mem- 
ber of the working press, he 
feels like a man talking to him- 
self, at best. At worst, he feels 
presumptuous. 

Ryan told the coffee cup that 
he doesn’t think a writer has any 
business bringing himself into 
play with the spoken word. A 
writer should put everything he 
has to say into writing and then 
crawl back into his typewriter, 
sparing the public the sight and 
sound of himself. 

Listening to himself talk to the 
coffee cup, Ryan started to grin. 
He was thinking about all the 
reluctant men he had _ inter- 
viewed. Ryan abandoned the cof- 
fee cup as an audience. 

“I can’t tell you,” he said, 
“how this book has changed my 
life. I can’t get ‘The Longest 
Day’ off my back. I’m the 
most amazed, stunned guy in 
the world. The problems it’s 
brought me are—wonderful.” 

Money is not one of the prob- 
lems. Maybe the taxes will be a 
problem but the money isn’t. 
Within four and one-half months 
“The Longest Day’ has sold 
80,000 copies in the United States. 
A representative of the pub- 
lishers, Simon and Schuster, said 
that makes it a “genuine best- 
seller.”” The publishing trade 
can make adjustments in English 
as nicely as any other salesmen. 
A book that sells 20,000 to 25,000 
is a best-seller, real enough. 


Over that, the best-seller is not 


only real, it’s ‘‘genuine.”’ 

“The Longest Day” has an ad- 
vance sale of 22,000 in England. 
The first-printing order in France 
is 35,000. The paperback rights 
have been sold for $75,000, the 
highest paid for a non-fiction 
book. A French producer bought 
the movie rights for “a sum 
in six figures.’”’ Ryan considered 
the exact six figures indecently 
high to mention. He considered 
the advance sale in England al- 
most indecently shocking, the 
most unlikely, un-British action 
an Irish-born man such as him- 
self could contemplate. At the 
age of 38, Ryan must start all 
over to appraise the British repu- 
tation for mass conservatism. 


“It’s enough to make one think 
objectivity does pay off,” Ryan 
said. 


© Objectivity never has paid 
off before on Ryan’s subject. 
Ryan’s book covers one day 
in a war, the specific and un- 
equaled day of June 6, 1944. 
D-Day at Normandy’s beaches. 
More than 280 books have 
touched-on the day, or have 
concentrated on the day, but 
Ryan’s is rigidly objective 
and that makes him an author 
in a D-Day class by himself. 
He second-guesses no generals, 
“ifs” no strategies, preaches 
no sermons. All he presents is 
individuals in a battle, how 
they fought, ran, died, and 
knew confusion. The title is 
from Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s remark to his aide. 
“Believe me, Lang, the first 
24 hours of the invasion will 
be decisive . . . For the Allies 
as well as Germany, it will be 
the longest day.” 


In the years following June 6, 
1944, D-Day tended to lose its 
identity. There was only one D- 
Day, in truth. In usage, D-Day 
became a term for the initial 24 
hours of any assault. In ob- 
servance, it became neglected. 
Ryan, the former British war 
correspondent, felt something 
stirring within himself in 1949 
and poking around, was some- 
what surprised to’ find what it 
was: Resentment at the neglect 
of D-Day and its heroes, the 
men in the first asault wave. 

Explaining his resentment, or 
sentiment, or, most-abused but 
noble word, inspiration, for ‘“The 
Longest Day” is not easy for 
Ryan. He becomes embarrassed. 
He looked at the Simon and 
Schuster man for help. The pub- 
lisher’s man smiled encourag- 
ingly but said nothing. His job 
was to see that Ryan got from 


one literary lion’s den to an- 
other, didn’t founder on tea and 
culture, and left St. Louis in 
one piece. Ryan took a deep 
breath and put himself at the 
mercy of all cynics: 

“This is going to sound corny. 
I am a naturalized American 
citizen. I thought the Americans 
were owed something better. I 
thought the British, the Canadi- 
ans, the Germans, the men on 
all sides, were owed something 
better than to be forgotten. I 
warn you, this sounds corny. It’s 
cornball. It’s also the way I 
feel. 

“The only asurance of immor- 
tality on D-Day was to be dead: 
on the casualty lists. This 
greatest battle was the most un- 
recorded; privates and drummer 
boys at Waterloo were better 
remembered than the men who 
were in the first and second 
waves at Normandy. Neglected? 
Why, it took 10 days for the 
Army and Navy to decide which 
was responsible for taking the 
bodies out of the wate.” 

Ryan was expressing all the 
emotion he did not place in his 
book. There is no Ryan except 
Ryan-the-reporter in his book. 
“The Longest Day’’ is what its 
foreword declares: ‘‘What fol- 
lows is not a military history. 
It is the story of people: the men 


of the Allied forces, the ehemy * 


they fought and the civilians who 
were caught up in the bloody con- 
fusion of D-Day —’’ 

The book contains 337 pages 
and 483 people. They are not 
crowded or cramped for space 
or cut short in mid-personality, 
these 483 people in 337 pages. 


The book only covers one day in . 


their lives and whether it was a 
last day or a bravest day or a 
day of panic, it is a painfully 
honest day. 


“Every man read what was 
written about him, before pub- 
lication,” Ryan said, “because 
I had to keep faith with these 
men. When this book was 
bought for a movie I was asked 
to do the script. I refused. be- 
cause I want to be able to 
look these men in the eye, al- 
ways, on every detail.” 


A Frenchman, Raoul Levy, 
sought the book for movie-mak- 
ing. When Levy approached Ryan, 
the author was on the defensive, 
not to mention the critical. He 
wasn’t finished with the book, 
either. 

“T want to go to the beaches 
and hire gardners to chop down 
the over-growth,’ Levy said. 
“T’ll reconstruct the defenses 
from Rommel’s own drawings.” 

“I hope you’ll make the beaches 
wide enough for the chariots,” 
Ryan said. His Irish sarcasm was 
not wasted, it caused a grand 
French explosion. 

“T hope,” said Levy, “you'll 
mention the 173 Frenchmen who 
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made the first landing.” 

Ryan, the D-Day expert, there- 
by learned that there had been 
French soldiers in the Normandy 
landing. His book profited with 
the knowledge that the French 
commander repeated to himself 
the battle prayer of Sir Jacob 
Astley, “O Lord, Thou knowest 
how busy I must-be this day. If 
I forget Thee, do not Thou for- 
get me... ” Sir Jacob said his 
prayer in 1642. 

Levy-the-movie-maker’s volun- 
tered information was a free 
blessing. Very little else in the 
book was free information. Much 
of it cost money. All of it cost 
time. Ryan worked on the book 
10 years, 1949-1959. 


For six years he worked alone. 
He worked on it in his spare 
time when he was doing well as 
a writer on the late Collier’s 
magazine. Then he worked on 
the book as an unemployed hus- 
band, while his wife Kathryn 
paid the bills. Mrs. Ryan is an 
associate editor for House and 
Home magazine. 


“In °56,” he said, “I didn’t 
know what was going to hap- 
pen to us. Collier’s was out of 
business. I'd won Overseas 
Press Club awards, a Franklin 
award, I’d had five books pub- 
lished. But this project was too 
expensive. I had to have un- 
derwriting. I went to the maga- 
zines, to publishers. They were 
polite, as polite as you can ex- 
pect people to be to a crazy 
man. 


“My wife said, ‘You stay on 
this. I’ll pay the rent and the 
bills.’ ”” 

Ryan paused. He had re- 
leased his hands from the table 
and was using them to give 
his speech Irish directions, wav- 
ing the words one way and an- 
other. He rubbed his chin and 
said wryly, “Well, I accepted 
her belief. Anyway, I always 
wanted to stand at the door in 
my dressing gown and kiss my 
wife goodby as she went off to 
work for us.” 

Kathryn Ryan’s belief gained 
company. -The company wasn’t 
much in numbers but it had what 
Ryan needed. Faith and money. 
His backers became Reader’s 
Digest, Simon and Schuster and 
particularly Peter Schwedd of 
that company, and a British pub- 
lisher, Victor Gollancz. This 
three-ply backing is unusual, but 
so is Ryan and so is his book. 

He spent money. He adver- 
tised: ‘‘Where were. you on June 
6, 1944?” in 250 papers in Ger- 


many alone. The Germans were |. 


somewhat slow to respond. They 
couldn’t remember much’ good 
happening on that day. Ryan 
came and went, from New York 
to Europe. He went to Alexan- 
dria and examined German war 
diaries. 
He got 7000 initial responses.

He sent out simple questionaires. 
The original 7000 quickly were re- 
duced to 3000 possibly-authentic 
individual sources. 


“People think of the first 
wave at Normandy as a hun- 
dred thousand, two hundred 
thousand troops,” Ryan said. 

So, 
of the 3000 responses we found

Dear Mr. S.— 


THANK YOU for your nice letter and for thinking 
enough of my opinion to ask my views for your discussion 
of “What are the moral standards of college students?” You 
say that the consensus of the many magazine articles you 

have read in your research

I can still remember one of my first jobs, a 
part-time typing job during the depression and my 
supervisor’s disgust that some of the college students 
worked at top speed while others—‘“boondogglers,” 
we called them then—dawdled their time away. 


Today when we see lazy, slipshod workers among the 
young, we blame it on comfortable living conditions and the 
ease of employment. But we had them in the starving 1930s 
too. 

By ‘‘moral standards of college students,” I assume you 
mean not only honesty and integrity but sexual behavior in 
the human male and female. As far as I can see, this presents 
the same problems and conflicts as it did in mother’s day, 
grandmother’s, and the day of Adam and Eve. At some 
periods in history, if we can judge by historical novels, 
promiscuity and indiscretion are sanctioned, at other times 
frowned upon. Today with the larger incidence of early 
marriage, I would hazard a guess that there are fewer pre- 
marital affairs of long duration. 


Again from the unreliable vantage point of another 
generation, it seems to me that wild behavior is less 
a “must’’ than it was at periods I can remember. In 
addition to this, there seems an earlier awareness 
of the serious problems of humanity and the world 
among young people today. Recently on Channel 
Nine’s Metroplex series, we watched a group of high 
school students discuss their futures and such present 
issues as integration.

Causes of Cysts 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT CAUSES CYSTS, and can they become cancer- 
ous? MRS. T.S.” 

A cyst is a cavity containing fluid without an opening 
from which it could otherwise escape. There are many kinds 
of cysts, depending on location and origin. 

Let’s start with the common sebaceous cyst—a cyst which 
forms around one of the many tiny glands in the skin. 


One way or another, a small area around the 
gland becomes an enclosure, perhaps by some plug- 
ging of the duct through which the gland normally 
would expel oil. The gland keeps on secreting—but 
the oil has no place to go, and piles up in the cyst. 


Common sites for such cysts are on the face, behind the 
ear and in the scalp. They range in size from tiny white- 
headed spots to rather large lumps. 

Other cysts may occur in the eyelids; still others may 
occur in various organs of the body, either internal or on the 
surface. The causes vary. Take, for example, the pilionidal 
cyst in the lower back, which is familiar to most physicians. 
It may come from some defect in the formation of the back 
or, a more recent theory, from an ingrown hair. 


Internally, a cyst might develop in the pancreas, and as 
it grows, there would be abdominal symptoms from its size, 
since there is no handy space into which it can expand. The 
liver is another organ that may acquire a cyst. 

However, a much more common cyst is one on the ovary, 
called the ovarian cyst. 

Here, again it is an area where there is glandular tissue. 
Such cysts ordinarily can vary from the size of a peach pit 
to the size of a person’s head. 

Whether cysts are to be removed depends on the 
symptoms they cause. Some expand very slowly and cause 
no trouble. Some (as cysts on the skin) are removed for the 
sake of appearance. 


Some, depending on the location, are not removed 
unless because of sheer size, and perhaps thus pres- 
sure, they become a nuisance. Internal cysts in some 
areas may become cancerous and hence are removed 
for the sake of safety. Others may safely be ignored 
for many years. 


You may ask why it isn’t possible to use a needle or 
otherwise withdraw the fluid or let it drain out of a cyst. 
It can be done, but the cyst fills again. The whole cyst, outer 
capsule and all, must be removed. Incomplete removal (or a 
cyst that breaks through to the skin surface and drains) 
usually causes infection. 

So, if a cyst causes pain or other trouble, it should be 
removed completely. Then you are done with it. 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 
“IS THERE ANY DANGER in having moles removed from 
one’s face by electrolysis? Will it leave scars? J.A.B.” 


No, it is not dangerous. Yes, it will probably leave 
a small scar, the scar depending on the size of the 
mole. The scar will be far less noticeable than the 
_ mole, of course.
